Acc6,rfling to the 
prpvisiocs of tiie will, the court appoint- 
ed John Ullrich, Esq., trustee of the 
estate und executor of the will, under 
au approved bond of $150,C-3, and testa- 
mentary guardian of the only child, 
Hany 0. Lintner, under an approved 
bond of $100,000. After expressing the 
wish of tho author sis to an executor 
and guardian, as above indicated, the 
will provides that the property of de- 
ceased shall be converted into money 
at as carly.a day as iapraclicabliv^xcopt 
certain pieces of real estate in jPiatt 
county,, and. the money invested; with 
farm securities so far as practicable.— 
The proceeds arising from.the interest 
on the investments; the document pro- 
vides, shall be used as far as needed to 
educate and otherwise care for the son 
during his minority, according to the 
best judgment of the trustee. Any sur- 
plus that may b'o left from the proceeds 
of the estate, after properly providing 
foe the minor son, as above indicated, is 
to be invested in the same way 88 the 
principal. 


When said ward shall arrive at the 


age of twenty-one years, the trustee 
may, at his discretion, make over to him 
a portion of the estate; and at the age 
of'twenty-five iiiay make over to him all 
of the same, except said certain piece of 
real estate in Piutt county, and $8,000 
of life insurance; and when the son ar- 
rives at the age of thirty-five years, the 
entire estate is to be vested in h\m. 
• 


In case theipn dies, leayingjnp widow 


or children, the estate is to be equally 
divided between the brothers and sisters' 
of deceased then living, the children; of 
any deceased brother or sister to have 
that brother or sister's part. 


The will .further provides'that a cer- 


tain piece of real estate on South Main, 
stro.ot, suail heiconyierted'intb money;|si 
soon as may be, tlie proceeds of the sale 
to be put at, interest with good and suffi- 
cient security, and the income devoted 
to the use of Mrs. Irwin, a niece of 
deceased, and to her children so long as 
they remain unmarried. In case of the 
marriage or death of either of these 
beneficiaries, the interest of said person 
in the income from said property is to 
revert to the estate and inure to the 
benefit of Harry C. Lintner, if living;
